The English Privy Council yesterday 
decided the Goynor-Greene extradition 
case In favor of the United States 
Government. The decision of Justice 
Caron, of the Quebec court, who re¬ 
leased the defendants,' John F. Gay nor 
and Benjamin D. Greene, on a writ of 
habeas corpus, w-as reversed. Gaynor 
and Greene were charged with pecula¬ 
tions amounting to $2,000,000 in the ex¬ 
ecution of contracts with the Govern¬ 
ment for river Improvements In 
Georgia. They fled to Canada, and ex¬ 
tradition proceedings were brought 
against them. 


The House yesterday passed the Cap¬

be engrossed, signed by the presiding 
officers of the two houses and signed by 
the Governor to make It law. The State 
Capitol Commission will not purchase 
the additional block unless the next 
General Assembly so desires.

In support of his statement Mr. Post 
filed an affidavit by' Clarence E. Daw¬ 
son, to the effect that Senator Platt 
had told him that he w'as against the 
poetcheck bills, because the plan. If 
adopted, would Interfere with his busi¬ 
ness, and that he would use his posl- j 
tlon as a Senator to defeat them. 


Washington, Feb. 8.—Minister Daw¬ 
son has cabled the State Department 
from San Domingo that the new pro¬ 
tocol providing for the responsibility 
of San Domingo finances by the United 
States was signed yesterday. The doc¬ 
ument Is expected here early next 
week, and will be submitted immediate¬ 
ly to the Senate. 

It is drawn on the lines of the orig¬ 
inal protocol so far na concerns the 
administration of the customs by offi¬ 
cials designated by the United States 
and the segregation of a portion of the 
customs receipts to defray the foreign 
Indebtedness of the country. No date 
Is set In the document for the begin¬ 
ning of this administration and that 
will be left for the 8enate to Insert. 

An Important feature of the protocol 
la the omission of the provision In the 
original memorandum of January 21, 
guaranteeing the Integrity of San Do¬ 
mingo. The new document simply 
binds the United States to respect the 
Integrity of Dominican territory. The 
Monroe doctrine is regarded as suffi¬ 
cient to convey the broader guarantee, 
It is also provided that the new proto 
col must before becoming effective be 
approved not only by the United 
States, but by the Dominican Congress, 
and this provision makes It Impossible 
to define the precise date upon w'hlch 
the agreement will begin to operate. 


MORE TROUBLE THAN DAMAGE. 


Two evils confronted that portion of 
Louisville which walked yesterday. One 
wa.* to risk death or serious Injury” on 
the pavement; the other was to risk 
death in another form by w&dlng In 
the streets. Either was bad, and no 
matter which one took It seemed the 
worse. To walk on the sidewalks was 
not to walk at all. but to do a tight¬ 
rope act without a pole, oqly an ex¬ 
pert In balancing being able to stand 
even half way straight. To walk In 
the streets was to wade In slush. Ice 
and water half a foot deep. 

Between the two alternatives Louis¬ 
ville was In a bad fix; about the worst 
It ha« ever been In and certainly the 
worst of the winter. The streets pre¬ 
sented a condition which could not be 
described except in profane language. 
The side walks were like glass, coated 
with Ice several inches thick and over 
It all a layer of water which varied In 
depth according to the number of hills 
and hollows In the pavement. The 
streets, from curb to curb, were ankle , 
deep with half frozen Ice. water and 
snow. To cross any of the streets 
one needed rubber boots, over¬ 
shoe* being a snare and delusion, the 
slush reaching higher than the highest 
“rubbers’* usually come. Street cars, 
wagons, pedestrians, all were working 
hard to g*t through the mess.

Huai- 
nera men and women slid to their work, 
skated along or crawled to the cars and 
expressed their opinion of the weather 
In forcible terms. 

They thought things could not be 
worse, but they counted too soon. 
Along about 10 o’clock the thermometer 
went up In the tube and the Ice began 
to melt In the streets; It did not melt 
on the pavements, and this caused the 
trouble. The sidewalks continued slick, 
even getting slicker, while the street, 
which had furnished a safe footing, be¬ 
came so sloppy that one risked catch¬ 
ing cold and pneumonia by walking In 
it. The result was hard on business. 
Little wns transacted yesterday, and 
only those who were forced to be on the 
streets left their happy homes. Clerks 
stood around in the stores Idle with 
nothing to do but watch passersby try 
to walk. 

Although they were at additional ex¬ 
pense In keeping the lines open, the 
street car company reaped the greatest 
reward from the sleet, for hundreds of 
people who usually walk down town 
took the cars yesterday, and almost 
every car was crowded. The thaw 
saved the company great expense, as It 
enabled the “plows ’ to work. A large 
force was kept busy all day, though, 
keeping the lines cleared of the slush. 
The telephone and telegraph companies 
fared better than they expected, the 
thaw In the middle of the day clearing 
their wires.

Relief May Come To-day.

The weather bureau predicts con¬ 
tinued warm weather with rain. Rain— 
that Is.

TOUGH ON STREET CARS. 


Louisville Railway Company Hag 
Hard Time Keeping Lines Open. 
Yesterday and Inst night were anx¬ 
ious hours for Jacob Flshback. assist¬ 
ant superintendent of the Louisville 
Railway Company. Mr. Flshback Is In 
charge of the work of keeping the 
tracks open and traffic moving, and 
when the sleet of yesterday morning 
finally turned to a cold rain, which 
froze as rapidly as It fell, coagulating 
on rails and wires, the problem at once 
became a gigantic and perplexing one. 
Mr. Flshback communicated with every 
car barn early yeaterduy morning be¬ 
tween the hours of 5 and 6 o’clock, or¬ 
dering all cars to equip with snow 
plows and Ice cutters. By Ills orders 
all the “trouble” crews were mobilized 
and prepared for emergencies. 

By 9 o’clock there was a heavy coat¬ 
ing of tee on the tracks, which were 
jus smooth as glass. The trolleys were 
covered with Ice until they were sever¬ 
al times their natural size and appear¬ 
ed like silver ropes stretched overhead. 
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When the early morning ears started 
on their day’s run their progress WAS 
stow, while In their wake coilld be seen 
electrical displays of every kind and 
color, ns the ice cutters attached to the 
trolley poles came In contact with the 
Ice-coated wires. On many lines the 
slush had filled the groove along the 
tracks, and the early cars found It du- 
fieult to travel und remain on the rails. 
Not only did the cars slip and slide 
along the lev rails, hut the motors fin¬ 
ed with slush and water from, the 
ground and worked badly. When the 
brakes were applied they failed to hold 
the cars, which slipped along the rails 
as If on Ice runners. For this reason 
the motormen dared not run their cars 
foster than four or five miles an hour, 
lest they strike pedestrians and ve¬ 
hicles unable to get out of daggers 
way rapidly on account of the slipper* 
condition of the ground. 

Mr. Fish back said yesterday that the 
Ice did not form heavily enough on the 
wires to break them, and that but fe.s 
breaks were recorded during the day. 
The greatest trouble was In keeping 
the water from freezing In the rail 
grooves and covering the rails to a 
depth that would derail the cars. 

•‘Had the rain continued throughout 
the day. with the temperature down 
about thirty degrees." *ald Mr. Fish- 
hack. "we would have had our hands 
full. Conditions would have been such 
that we would have been unable to 
make any semblance to schedule time. 
We would have been compelled to run 
the snow* plows on all the lines with¬ 
out censing. A hard freeze now would 
give us no end of trouble. '

The Foreign Office 
denied having any knowledge of the 
matter. 

Paris, Feb. 8.—The Foreign Office 
here Is not aware that there is any 
basis for the renewed peace rumors. 
The Russian Embassy specifically de¬ 
nies the statements contained In special 
dispatches from St. Petersburg to the 
effect that, the Grand Duke having be¬ 
come favorable to peace, instructions 
have been given to the Russian Ambas¬ 
sador at Paris to discreetly learn Ja¬ 
pan's peace terms.

A. Smith, of 
this city, in connection with the re¬ 
covery of a $10,000 United States Gov¬ 
ernment bond stolen from the Manhat¬ 
tan Savings Institution in 1878,’has re¬ 
sided with his wife and child at one 
of the leading up-town hotels here the 
greater part of the time for nearly three 
years. He claims Chicago a*> his native 
city, says he ow'ns extensive mining In¬ 
terests in Alaska and has an Income of 
$6,000 a month. Nevertheless he spent 
the night In prison In’default of $10,- 
000 bond required by the Federal au¬ 
thorities.

Feb. 8.—[Special.]—Rep- 
re*entat|ve OUle Jajnee, of the First 
Kentucky district, elicited considerable 
applaud on the Democratic side by a 
short speech he delivered to-day 
against the Railroad Rate Bill, or, 
more properly, on the attitude of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt on this subject.

Count of Electoral Vote.

President Pro Tem Frye, of the Semite, 
preplded, and delivered the announce¬ 
ment of the result of the count, .vhlch 
showed that Roosevelt and Fairbanks 
received 326 electoral votes ami Parker 
and Davis 140. The whole proceeding 
eonsmned exactly fifteen ml flute*?, 
thereby establishing a new record in 
counting the electoral vote.

! WhUo rumors of G*n. Ivuropatkin’s 
nDstldd are coming so thickly from 
It. Petersburg, coupled with Indications 
! a ducal cabal against that com man d- 
»the words of John Bass, a war corre- 
ondent, fresh from the field, are of 
pedal value. In a lecture delivered 
i Chicago a few days ago Mr*. Bass de* 
f|a.rt?d Kuropatkin to be a great tnan 
military genius. He Introduced his 
ibUte with the remark that the Jap- 
nese army was a wonderful and per- 
ot fighting machine. He proceeded: 
"The Russians were different. They did 
|rot hold at first. But unlike beaten men 
I generally tlx*y field better and better as 
HS» were thrown back farther and 
I further. The nearer we approach©*! Lino 
|Ynng the more stubborn became their tv 
|»stance, until wt all grew conscious of 
l.tyhe resistance of a master mind, which

sians will do. but of what Kuropatkin will

“From a hill we saw Liao Yang. The

®r*'But Kuropatkin, outnumbered, out¬ 
fought. succeeded In holding the Japanese 
eleven days before Lloa Yang, snd then 
in retiring his army without the loss of a 
gun or a baggage wagon. He Inflicted 
great loss on his enemy. 

"His achievement is one of the greatest 
in the history of war. although ns it has 
turned out ft has done Russia little good.” 
*That estimate of Gen. Kuropatkin Is 
quite different from the one offered by 
* Col. Gtredke, who recently returned to 
Berlin from the Far East. whore he was 
war correspondent for the Tageblntt, 
8nM Col. Gaedke:

benevolent, personally bravo, admirable 
It*, the quiet of his work room, simple In 
fc4s tastes and an excellent administrator.

a risk.’* 

Here are Indeed two contrasting 
views and they are from apparently 
IMiprcjudiced observers and student*. 
Wbluli is the true one? Probably this 
will, not be known until the war has 
«aded. 


The divorce question is an old one 
and Its solution presses. The variety 
of divorce laws as they exist In the 
several States causes unending embar¬ 
rassment, for a document that in one 
State Is a divorce may be null and void 
In another. Some uniformity In the 
laws is desirable, but this uniformity 
should be established by the States 
themselves rather than by the Federal 
Government. 

But the lawmakers can deal only 
with the legal aspects of marriage and 
divorce. There are other phases far 
graver. The increase In the demand 
for divorces Is startling. In the one 
city of Chicago the records show that 
In 1886 the ratio was one divorce In 
every 14.6 marriages; to-day there is 
an average of one divorce In every nine 
marriages. True, the lawmakers might 
make divorce more difficult and thus 
retard the growth of divorce. The 
more effective check, however,^ would 
He In greater caution in marriage, 
deeper devotion to home, keener reali¬ 
zation of the responsibilities of the 
married state, truer appreciation of the 
sanctity of marriage. These condi¬ 
tions would diminish the misery of the 
whole world, moreover. These rest 
with the individuals. 

Settled At Last. 

The concurrence of the House in the 
passage of the Senate B1U fixing the 
Hunt property in South Frankfort, as 
the site of the new Capitol, Is a ;nost 
satisfactory settlement of a vexatious 
question. AU that remains now Is that 
the bill be signed by Ihe presiding of¬ 
ficers of the two Houses and approved 
by the Governor. 

This action .of the extra session may 
be said to confirm, for at least a cen¬ 
tury, if not for all time, Frankfort 
os the Capital of the State and to re¬ 
move from discussion a question which, 
for the greater part of the period since 
the formation of the State, has been a 
bone of stubborn contention and the 
Chronic occasion of bad feeling between 
rivals seeking to effect a change and 
Frankfort, naturally desirous to retain 
It. When Lexington and Louisville 
awoke in 1792 to the realization of what 
they had lost for the lack of the pub¬ 
lic spirit and liberality shown by the 
citizens of Frankfort, they apparently 
determined to lose no effort In the fu¬ 
ture to repair the wrong and secure the 
Capital If opportunity should offer. At 
intervals for a full century the contest 
w r as renewed. Had either contended for 
It singly, at such periods. Frankfort 
would have lost It, but the strongest In 
each led the fight, as notaibly when Mr. 
Clay championed Lexington and Mr. 
Guthrie Louisville, and thus by each 
pulling against the other the prize re¬ 
mained fixed at Frankfort. On one occa¬ 
sion It was saved to her by a single 
vote. 

The struggle did not cease until 1892. 
having been more or less an Issue for 
a full century, when It was permanent¬ 
ly removed from legislative direction 
under the provision of the new Consti¬ 
tution fixing It as the seat of Govern¬ 
ment "unless removed by a vote of two- 
thirds of each House of the flrat Gen¬ 
eral Assembly" to convene after the 
adoption of that Instrument. The sub¬ 
ject. of course. Is within the power of a 
Constitutional convenrtlon. and should 
one have been called with no provision 
for a new building, the old contest 
would have been renewed. That It 
would, as to one of the former rivals. 
Is evident from the alertness with 
which its members of -the extra «s 
slon seemed to cling to the hope that 
something might occur, even in that 
body, w hich would enable their city to 
enjoy the coveted prize. As for Louis 
vllle. she long relinquished all claim or 
expectation of It. preferring commercial 
eminence to an acquisition which might 
help a small place, but would add noth 
ing to the success of a large one. 

Bui with this legislative action the 
Issue la removed from controversy In¬ 
definitely, thus saving the State much 
money in time wasted In its discussion, 
and the diversion of attention from 
more necessary questions. Of course 


mutely It will rise. The erection of the 
public building In South Frankfort 
docs not Imply that the business of the 
north side will follow. The object would 
not warrant It. There will be but a 
sixty-day session of the Legislature 
orice In two years, and it will be a long 
time before It will pay even to build a 
large hotel In its proximity. The busi¬ 
ness will remain anu grow on the north 
side, and South Frankfort will become 
more and more residential. There are 
not more than three or four hundred 
acres in the town site proper on both 
sides, and with the fine location for 
business enterprises additional to thoso 
already there, stimulated by the new 
building, all jhls ground will be needed, 
and there is no danger of financial loss 
to property holders anywhere. A new 
bridge and street car line will make the 
new' Capitol accessible to legislators, 
visitors or persons coming to Frank¬ 
fort on official business, and with 
slight additional expense It can be 
reached quite as conveniently as can 
the courthouse or any depot In Louis¬ 
ville. 

These suggestions are given now at 
the close of this long campaign, wheth- 
er measured from the assembling of the 
extra session or from the original fixing 
of Frankfort as the Capital, in the hope 
that their consideration in the spirit In 
which they are made will remove all 
feeling engendered by the contest and 
reconcile those who are disappointed 
either from sentiment or the fear of 
pecuniary loss. It will be well If all 
who have taken part In the matter 
either from duty. Interest or other feel¬ 
ing unite In promoting unity and 
harmony in the future for the success¬ 
ful erection of the buildihg and the 
greater prosperity and honor of Ken¬ 
tucky.

Bell deserves credit for sus¬ 
taining the equal administration of the 
criminal laws of His State and not sur¬ 
rendering to outbursts of gush." 

Gov. Bell deserves even) more credit 
than this. In connection with this exist* 
he has received many scurrilous and 
threatening letters. Instead of ignor¬ 
ing them, as most officials do under 
such circumstances, he has determined 
to have the writers punished. To (hfs 
end he has instructed the Attorney 
General of Vermont to take the neces¬ 
sary legal steps. Courteously worded 
letters and petitions giay be sent to any 
public officer with perfect propriety, but 
scurrility and threats are Indefensible, 
and Gov. Bell’s Innovation may bring 
a change of style among the habitual 
letter-writers of the Vermont brand.

Bishop Potter On Divorce.

Provisions of Bill of Rights. 

The sections of the Bill of Rights Which 
H Is urged this act violates are those 
which secure to ail citizens the light of 
enjoying and defending their liberty, the 
right of worshiping Almighty God accord¬ 
ing to the dictates of their consol r>oe, the 
right of seeking ami pursuing thr-ir eale- 
ty ami happiness, the right of freely c^m* 
mumciating their thoughts and oplrrh.ms, 
the right of acquiring and protecting 
property and the right to freely and fully 
sp**ak, write and print on any Subject. 

Tht* attention or the court i4 called also 
to Section 26 of the State C«>w*Ututicin, 
which xvadf» as follows: "To guard ag ifnsi. 
transgression of rhe high |n»wtrs which 
we have delegated, we declare that every¬ 
thing In this Bill of Rights is excepted out 
of the general powers of Government, an ! 
shall for ever remain inviolate, and ail 
laws contrary’ thereto, or contrary to this 
Constitution shall be void." 

If the act und^r consideration can be 
upheld it must be upon the ground that 
its enactment by the Legislature was a 
legitimate ond proper exercise of the po¬ 
lice power of the fltftte by that depart¬ 
ment of the State government 

At first blush it may seem that 8ectlon 
26 of the Constitution Just quoted was 
intended to take awny from the Legisla¬ 
ture the power to exerolse this police pow¬ 
er In all cases where the exercise of it 
would Impair or tend In any way to Im¬ 
pair or Infringe any of the rights guaran¬ 
teed by the Bill of Rights. That S otron 
26, however, is not jteouHar to the 
present Constitution of Kentucky.

Paris, F©b. 8.—The officials say the 
complications with Turkey over the pro¬ 
posed loan and the ordering of guns 
for the re-armament of the Turkish 
artillery ore more commercial than 
government.i], although the authorities 
here are taking active interest in the 
affair, t wing to the magnitude of the 
French commercial interests Involved. 

The official version of the situation 
Is as follows: 

"Turkey desiring a new* loan offered 
to give a contract for n hundred hea\ y 
gun* as an inducement for securing the 
loan. Thereafter a syndicate of Ger¬ 
man banks undertook tA float a loin 
an<5 arrange with the Krupps to fur¬ 
nish a hundred guns. It recently de¬ 
veloped that the Krupps were not like¬ 
ly *t‘o be able to deliver the guns within 
the time Turkey desired, owing to the 
present extensive demand for artillery. 
Thereupon Turkey again turned to 
French banking and commercial quar¬ 
ters. which were unwilling to furnish 
the loan without also furnishing the 
guns. Th© matter Is now pending with 
th© expectation that the Porte may de¬ 
cide to reopen the question with the 
view to placing both the loan and guns 
with French firms. In the meantime. 
Ambassador Constans was given large 
liberty of action, the steps he has taken 
being In the main toward hastening a 
favorable decision. 

"The officials continue to regard the 
question as largely commerctal although 
they are seeking to assist French In¬ 
terests. They state positively that the 
question does not involve political com¬ 
plications.” _ _

1 know that you 
who have come here thiB stormy night 
are In earnest and that you have fully 
made up your minds to hear about 
Christ and His great power. I am not 
much on this impulse movement.

"After the Haymarket riots in Chi¬ 
cago the great evangelist Moody sent 
three men Into the district to preach. 
The nmuch 1st8 ran those men, one af¬ 
ter another, out of th© district and 
would not let them preach, I got a 
telegram from Mr. Moody to come to 
Chicago at once. I went. On entering 
his office I asked him what he wanted 
with me. and he said:

They 
have run tlfree preachers away from 
there, and I want you to go down and 
trv your hand.* 

" ‘Why. Mr. Moody/ I said, ‘what in 
the world do you Want to send me 
down there for after tnrea men have 
• Just escaped with their lives? Do s you 
mean to have me torn to pieces?* 

“Well, he simply replied that he 
wanted me to go down und sot* what l 
could do. 1 went, and the first night 
the demonstrations were threatening. 
Indeed. 1 d‘d not do much. 1 told the 
crowd to come back to the hall the 
next night and bring all the babies 
they could, as l was going to give each 
babv a tin whistle and rattler. That 
night came and such a crowd of babies 
you never saw In all your life. I had 
a wagon load of rattles, and each baby 
In that house got one. Oh. the noise 
that was raised for a few minutes! 
After a while l told them that I had a 
few words to say. Soon every man and 
woman in the house had stilled the 
hand that was wielding the rattlers, 
and 1 told them of Christ. That went 
on for a month and many of those an¬ 
archists came to ChriPt. I believe had 
I been there before that bloody riot oc¬ 
curred such scenes would never have 
disgraced the public thoroughfare of 
that city."

AN OREGON BANK 

IS ROBBED OF $9,000. 


Mrs. Lida B. Heraini^ay yesterday 
filed suit to have her husband, Reuben 
B. Hemlngray. declared dead so that 
she might give title u> certain real es¬ 
tate In which she has* un interest. The 
defendant, who was* well-known here, 
and a son of Judge J. C. Hemlngray, of 
the Louisville bar, disappeared from 
here about ten years ago and no clue 
of his whereabouts or his fate has ever 
been discovered. Mrs. Hemlngray is 
a teacher at the Fourth Ward School 
and makes her home at 407 West Broad¬ 
way. She was married June 21, 1894. 
and for fourteen months* lived happily 
with her husband. On September 23, 
1895, he was called to Chicago to at¬ 
tend to certain business matters. Di¬ 
rectly after reaching that city he wrote 
his wife that he had arrived safe and 
expected to be home in a few days. 
Since she received the leuer she has 
never heard a word .ram him, though 
through every means In her power she 
has for years made diligent search and 
nothing was discovered as to Indicate 
what might have become of him. The 
member* of his family were as much 
at loss to kiiow what could have be¬ 
come of Mr. Hemlngray. The police 
and detectives of many cities were noti¬ 
fied and a large reward was offered 
for information. 

As Mr. Hemlngray disappeared more 
than the statutory seven years ago. the 
law \s 111. no doubt, presume him lead, 
and Mrs. Hemlngray will be .restored 
to all the rights of an unmarried wom¬ 
an. In accordance with the decisions 
of the Supreme Court on this subject 
it is necessary to appoint a warning 
order attorney, whoa* duty it Is to 
appraise, if possible, th.> defendant of 
the suit brought against him. This 
step was taken, though the Inability to 
find Hemlngray having been es¬ 
tablished beyond all doubt, the step la 
merely formal. 

Claims- Wrongful Settlement. 

Harvey R. Wilson yesterday sued the 
Fidelity Trust Company, asking to 
have a settlement of his estate made by 
the defendant ns guardian set uside 
and a new accounting rendered. Plain¬ 
tiff alleges that the ratification of the 
settlement was secured while he was in 
financial distress, facing a charge of 
murder and needing funds with which 
to engage counsel. He further asks 
that a moitgage, under the terifis of 
which the defendant company secured 
$1,151.48, be accounted for. 

The plaintiff says that the Fidelity 
Trust Company qualified as guardian 
in 1897 and that the alleged settlement 
was made on September 17. 1904. This 
settlement showed the plaintiff to be 
owing the defendant the amount of the 
mortgage for advances beyond the In¬ 
come from the estate. He alleges that 
he was induced to execute a mortgage 
for $2,000 on a piece of property which 
constituted his whole estate. 

When he consented to this arrange¬ 
ment the plaintiff was not, under his 
claims, of age, and ignorant of his 
legal rights He says ho wiu also un¬ 
der great mental strain, caused by fear 
of the result of his trial In the Criminal 
Court. 

Wants Insurance Money. 

The Louisville Trust Company, as ad¬ 
ministrator of the ©state of William H. 
Lemberger. sued J. R. Gerstung and 
the Prudential Insurance Company of 
America yesterday, charging fraudulent 
alteration In the policy, which Is now 
payable to the first-named defendant. 
Plaintiffs asks that the Insurance com¬ 
pany be restrained from paying Lilli© 
Gerstung the policy, which is for $1,000. 
The petition set^ forth that when I^em- 
berger took out the policy he nuide It 
payable to his eMate. but that shortly 
before his death he went to the hous-.* 
of his sister. LUH© Gerstung. It Is 
charged that while there, by her "wiles 
and artifices," she persuaded him to 
change the beneficiary from his estate 
to herself. In the event, the money bos 
already been paid over by the Insur¬ 
ance company, the plaintiff asks $1,000 
damages against the insurance com¬ 
pany.

AND BROOKS NO OPPOSITION TO

BRUTAL AND TYRANNICAL

London, Jen. 28.—No doubt much baa 
been printed tn the United States by 
this litre about Gen. Trepoff. tho new¬ 
ly appointed Governor General of St. 
Peters’burg. $>ut some stories of trim 
wh ch have Ju*i co<me to hand arc* 
worth giving beenu*© of the Illuminat¬ 
ing light they shed on hi* character 
and the 4ndicaittor.» they afford of the 
unscruiHilous use he wl>l make of hls 
derportlc power*. 

Th it Trepoff is n ruthless tyrant ht« 
sanguinary record as Chief of Police 
of Moscow has proclaimed to the 
world, but the underhand method* 
which he there employed to attain his 
ends aTe known only no a few. Stu¬ 
dents and other revolutionary agents 
had succeeded in forming several se¬ 
cret societies among the workman of 
the White City, and o<'cn»rlonaJly Incit¬ 
ed them to engage In strikes of a semi- 
pollticsl character. To counteract this 
movement, regardhe»* cvf the loss In¬ 
flicted on his dupes, Gen. Trepoff un¬ 
dertook to organize strikes and secret 
societies on hls own account. Numer¬ 
ous police spies obtained employment 
in various factories ajid started a 
workmen’s union, making specious 
promises of procuring for tus members 
a lunge Increase of wages and com¬ 
pensation for any temporary loss of 
employment they might suffer. The ig¬ 
norant operatives were induced to give 
credence to these assurances by the 
statement that the movement was fa¬ 
vored by the authorities, who were 
bent on helping the poor against cap¬ 
italistic oppression.

When Trepoff arrived on the even© he 
received a tremendous wigging for 
having fulled «o »ivpre<iate the neces¬ 
sity of dlscrlmln-atlng between a for¬ 
eigner and a Ruv/lan in the exercise 
of his official function*. To teach him 
to be more cautious in future he wo* 
compelled to apolcgixe to th? manager 
and was suspended from h4» Jo*b for 
three months. Meanwhile the utrlke 
had spread to 0 th 4 :r works and gat 
completely out of hand. It la-ted sev¬ 
eral weeks, the workmen losing $20,000 
In wage* and gaining no advantage 
whatever from It.

For a time TrepifTa scheme had the 
effect desired. Workmen In large num¬ 
bers seceded from the societies which 
, had been formed for political purposes, 
pledges of a speedy Inoreope of pay 
ptming more alluring to them than re¬ 
mote prospect* of obtaining constitu¬ 
tional government. Then Trepoff 
struck a snag. The manager of a for¬ 
eign firm long esttablished In Moscow 
—a capable and energetic man with a 
backbone, too—saw' through hi* gam* 
and dismissed a couple of police *p1©« 
who hud found employment In the fac¬ 
tory In the gulp© of workman.

The 
mat.ager refused. Next "foMowed a mes¬ 
sage from Trepoff rutmnonlng a mem¬ 
ber of the firm to police headquarters. 
Trepoff toM him that if the firm did 
not obey his orders he would rhut 
down th° work!* and expel th? manager 
and chief partners from Russia. 

To that thread the manager replied 
that he would yield to compulsion and 
admit the d/rilcgallon, but that he 
would take ateps to protect him In hls 
legal rights. Th»* delegate* demanded 
the r© 1:. enien t cf the dismissed 
men, $56.04)0 as compensation and a 
huge Increase of wag©s. Of course the 


On another occasion Trepoff fell foul 
of a foreigner, nnd suffered discom¬ 
fiture. He ha* a mania for furious 
driving through the streets, and woe 
betide the poor Ruualon who has the 
misfortune to Impede hls progress. He 
expects everybody nnd everything to 
make way for hls august person. One 
dark night—it was while he was still 
Chief of Police of Moscow—the passage 
of hls carriage through a narrow street 
was blocked by another vehicle whose 
occupant calmly disregarded hi* Ifate 
commands to drive Into a side thor¬ 
oughfare. He ordered a passing police¬ 
man to arrest the Insolent fellow. But 
the prisoner turned out to be an En¬ 
glishman of high rank who, although 
he could sp^ak no Russian, had very 
definite and decided opinions concerning 
the rights of Englishmen anywhere on 
the public highways of the world. 
Again Trepoff wms reprimanded and 
had to apologize. 

At another time after cursing him 
roundly he caused th© arrest of a de¬ 
crepit-looking man who had the ef¬ 
frontery while crossing a street to g©< 
In the way of hls carriage. It chanced 
that the old fellow with the shaky legs 
was a Russian Prince, a former Gov¬ 
ernor General of an Important province, 
and various other things, and possessed, 
besides, of a tremendous sense of his 
own dignity. Trepoff saved hls Job by 
apologizing.

TEMPERANCE MEN JUBILANT. 


As Chief of Police of Moscow he war 
not a *u©ce»s. Crime, drunkenness, 
regulation of street traffic und the or¬ 
dinary matters with which the pcdlc# 
Ar© supposed to chiefly concern them¬ 
selves In civilized communities, he re¬ 
garded as Insignificant details, beneath! 
hi* dignity to pay attention to. But th© 
stern measures he ftdopted to supprec* 
tbe student demonstrations In Moscow ; 
showed him to be possessed of that In- 1 
difference to human life and callous 
brutality that needed to .sustain a des¬ 
potism that exists by crushing freedom 1 
and terrorizing the populace. 

To give him du© credit, he Is un¬ 
doubtedly a brave man. He would 
tiever take refuge behind a petticoat 
Ilk© hi* royal mn*ter. H* does not mind 
risking Assasslnation. *lx attempts hav¬ 
ing been made (n Moscow to kill him. 
Twice he was stabbed and four times 
shot at. The last attempt on hi* life 
was made two day* after he had re¬ 
signed hls office at Moscow. He did that 
with the avowed Intention of going to 
the front. 

"Since I must be »hot at," he said. In 
taking hls leave, "I prefer to be a 
target for professional Japanese sol¬ 
diers rather than for dirty amateur* 
In Moscow'." 

Among the (mops he is known by the 
suggestive nickname of "Iron Heart." 
He showed the sort of stuff he I* mad© 
of when a Lieutenant by siberlng hi* 
orderly who had be*n guilty of some 
trivial act of disobedience. When a 
Captain he was engaged In putting 
down riots In Moscow, nnd Is credited 
with having shot down five men with 
hi* own revolver. He 1* regarded by 
the Ru**lan bureaucracy as the best 
available man to deni with whnt one 
British new^T»ap©r that ordinarily In¬ 
dulge* tn sober headline* termed "Hell 
In Rebellion." 


Indianapolis,• Iml., Feb. 8.—fSpeclaJ.J

The heart of the temperance worker 
In Indiana Is glad to-night. By a de¬ 
cided vote the House to-day brushed 
aside all amendments to the Moor© 
Temperance Bill, which passed the 
Senate hist week, and advanced It to 
third reading, which carries It beyond 
amendment. The only vote on the 
measure came over an amendment, nut 
vital In Itself, but the supporters of ihV 
bill have determined that no amend¬ 
ments shall he made, and the one pro¬ 
posed was defeated by a vote of 52 
to 43. 

Other Temperance Bills. 

Another bill on the temperance 
question was Introduced In the House, 
the object of the author being to put 
"blind tigers" out of business. The bill 
provides that the possession of a Gov¬ 
ernment license and th© presence of 
liquor on the premises *hall be prlma 
facie evidence that a saloonkeeper Is 
violating the State liquor laws, unless 
he also have a State license. The i»en- 
altles fixed for such violations of the 
State law by the bill are a fine of $29 
to $100 for the first offense and °f *1°° 
to $500 for the second offense, to which 
may be added imprisonment. 

Still another temperance measure 
compelling all saloons to pay a county 
license fee of $1,000. and allowing the 
city or town where the saloon was lo¬ 
cated to add another fee of from S5U0 
to $1,000. wjas Introduced by Senator 
Thralls, of Sullivan county.

Anti-Cigarette Bill Recommended. 

A unanimous report In favor of the 
Park* Anti-cigarette Bill, which has 
already passed the Senate, was made 
to the House by the Committee on 
Morals to-day. Chairman Morton ob¬ 
tained the consent to the report of two 
members of the committee, Vizard and 
Crooke, shortly before the session 
opened. These two had held out 
against such a report on the ground 
that it was not just legislation to make 
such a law apply to adults, but they 
decided to concur in the report at the 
last moment.

NOT READY. 


Lawrence Ilublard’s Trial 
Passed To April 19. 


A PLEA OF SELF DEFENSE. 


JEFFE BISONVILLE FRIENDS NOT 
INFORMED 


OF G. B. AMMERMAN’S DEATH. 


F*ifty r»r more witnesses, many erf 
whom had walked several mile* over 
te sleet-covered ground to reach New 
Albany to catch a train or imerurfcan 
car. answered to their names in the 
Clark Circuit Court at JeffemonvUlle 
yesterday morning when the case of 
the State of Indiana against Lftwitnct 
Hu Ward for murder was called. Charles 
Schindler, who is one of ttie attorneys 
for the accused, was sick although able 
lo be In court, and for this reason a 
continuance was asked and granted, the 
case going ovar until April 18. At that 
time Hu Ward will have been In Jail 
nearly eleven monnhs. 

Hublard kHled Nelson Jordan in what 
Is known as the French settlement, on 
theftudd road, three miles west of New 
Albany, on the night of May 29. 1904. 
There was a moving picture show at 
a schoolhouse and during this a fight 
wis engaged In between Neison Jordan 
and John Pyles, the latter being badly 
beaten. Some time later Hublard. who 
was a warm friend of Pyles, is said to 
have called Jordan out of the house, 
and then, ^o it is alleged, slabbed him 
without any cause, but the prisoner, 
claims he acted in self-defense. Jordan, 
he aays. struck him twice with a piece 
of gas pipe. 

A vicious attack was made on Jor¬ 
dan with a knife and the third rib was 
cut in two. the blade entering the left 
lobe of the lung, breaking the knife 
and causing Jorden to bleed to death 
before a surgeon could reach him. Hub¬ 
lard made his escape from the scene of 
the affray, but afterward went to New 
Albany, where he surrendered to the 
police and was given a preliminary 
hearing by Magistrate Thomas E Fo¬ 
gle. Hublard is twenty-two years aid 
and his victim was twenty. 

DIED FIVE MONTHS AGO. 

Friends of G. B. Ammernuin Ignorant 
of Fact. 

Dead since September 21, former 
friends of Green B. Am merman only 
learned of the fae»t yesterday, and they 
are at a loss to know why no official 
report was sent *to Circuit Clerk George 
W. Badger, at Jeffersonville. After AJn- 
roerman ’4 death the body was sent to 
the home of relatives in Ohio for bur¬ 
ial, he having no family ties iti Jeffer¬ 
sonville.

WILLIAM J. M’GRATH FOUND 
RAPIDLY DYING. 


Broken Ribs Sustained In Fall Pre¬ 
sumable Cause of Death. 


William J. McGrath, son of '‘Squire” 
John T. McGrath, died suddenly at Fif¬ 
teenth and Pirtle streets at 7 o'clock 
last night from the effect* of Injuries 
sustained in a fall he had two hours 
before. when two ribs were broken. 
McGrath fell at 6 o’clock yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon while crossing Market street at 
Fifteenth street, striking the curbing 
on his side. Feeling intense pain, he 
went to the office of Dr, C. Borgman. 
Eighteenth and Main streets, and the 
physician discovered that he was suf¬ 
fering from two broken rfos. The 
wound was dressed and Dr. Borgman 
attempted to persuade McGrath to go 
home In a carriage, but McGrath re¬ 
fused. and started to walk to the home 
of his sister, Mrs. Thomas Smith, 1718 
West Madison street. 

A short time afb?r he left the physi¬ 
cian McGrath entered the drug store of 
F. E. Bchweltxer, Fifteenth and Mar¬ 
ket streets, where he said he was ill. 
Little could be learned of his condition, 
and although the druggist attempted to 
minister to him he soon wandered 
away. 

Lying In the gutter at Fifteenth and 
Pirtle streets McGriUh was discovered 
an hour later. The patrol wagon from 
t/ie Fourth police district station was 
summoned and he was taken to head¬ 
quarters. Sergt. Dalton/’ who picked 
him from the street, examined him and 
found that he was barely breathing. 
Drs. C. Borgman and W. A. Kellar 
were summoned, but by the time they 
arrived he was dead. The physicians 
were at a loss to know the exact cause 
of the death, but believe that the 
broken ribs must have been again in¬ 
jured In a fall. Coroner Kelly re¬ 
served his decision. 

McGrath was thirty-eight years of 
uge and a hamessmnker by trade. Fur 
several months he had been employed 
by Harblson dr Gathright, lie had been 
living with his father. John T. Mc¬ 
Grath, and a sister, Mrs. Thomas 
Smith, for several months. He is sur¬ 
vived by his father and sister and one 
brother.

FOR MAKING ELECTRICITY AT 
LOW PRICE. 


JOHN J. TELFORD RE ELECTED. 


At a meeting of the directors of the 
Board of Trade yesterday a communi¬ 
cation from John W. Kniibba, of Wor¬ 
cester, Mans., who agrees to furnish 
electric light and i>ower for one-seventh 
of the present coat, was read. Jamrs 
F. Buckner. Jr., superintendent of the 
board, w»s liiwtruoted to investigate the 
proposition, and to report on its merits. 
Mr. Knlbbs says that /he has an In¬ 
vention ©ailed the "Dym a lector." which 
makes eleetriolty so cheaply that it will 
ultimately cause the co^t to decrease 
to much less than one-seventh the pres¬ 
ent price, though h© says that the mini¬ 
mum for some time will be one- 
seventh. He says that his machine 
will be In operation fn Worcester In less 
than sixty clays. He Is president of the 
International Dynelection Company, 
which h 8 s subsidiary companies in the 
following States: Connecticut, Colora¬ 
do, New York. Pennsylvania. Illinois, 
Indiana. Kentucky. Ohio. Maryland 
and Missouri. He says that the Ken¬ 
tucky company is incorporated for $ 2 ,- 
500.000. 

His letter was short, being simply 
a request that correspondence be open¬ 
ed with him so that he can give his 
plans in detail. He incloses a number 
of dippings from Worcester papers, 
telling of his Invention. The matter was 
consider'd sufficiently feasible to stand 
(investigation by the directors.

Several associated tobacco manufac¬ 
turers were in the city yesterday for 
the purpose of finding a site for a fac¬ 
tory.

They wish a four-story 
building, with . railroad conveniences, 
and expect to employ about three hun¬ 
dred iversons. They milled at the Com¬ 
mercial Club and asked the assistance 
of J. C. Van Pelt, secretary of the ctub, 
in finding a suitable building. They do 
not wish to be known until the final 
arrangements are made, for they are 
not yet ready to notify their employes 
and "friends in other cities of the in¬ 
tended move. However, it Is practical¬ 
ly assured that the company will come 
to Louisville as soon as a building can 
be secured.

London, Feb. 8 .—The Privy Council 
rendered Its decision this morning in the 
Greene-Gaynor case. In favor of the 
American Government. The Council 
reversed the two judgments of Justice 
Caron, of Quebec. Aiyfust 13, 1902. and 
ordered the respondents to pay the 

costs of the appeal. 

* • • 

A Caustic Criticism. 

The Council’s decision caustically 
criticises the action of Justice Caron In 
releasing Greene and Gay nor and Car¬ 
son's “extraordinary Intervention/' and 
said: 

“Where a prisoner is brought before 
a competent tribunal charged with an 
extradition offense and is remanded for 
the express purpose of affording the 
prosecution an opportunity of bringing 
forward evidence whereby the accusa¬ 
tion Is to be supported, if in such a case 
ujH>n a writ of habeas corpus a learned 
Judge treaits a remand warrant as a 
nullity and proceeds to adjudicate the 
ease as though the whole evidence was 
before hint, it would paralyze the ad¬ 
ministration of justice and render it 
impossible for proceedings in extradi¬ 
tion to be effective." 

John F. Gaynor and Benj. D. Greene 
wore indicted in Ravannuh, (3a., D.-cem- 
bor S. 1S99, charged with embezzlement 
and defrauding tne United States Gov¬ 
ernment. together with Oapt. Oberlin M 
Carter, In th * 4 performance of Government 
contracts for the Improvement of the Sa¬ 
vannah river and other river and harbor 
work In that dtstr'ct, the Illicit profits be¬ 
ing estimated at $ 2 , 000 , 000 .

Fled To Canada. 


Gaynor ntwl Greene were arrested in 
New York. They contested extradition to 
Georg a. and when the United States 
Commissioner decided that they must go 
to that State and plead to the Indictments 
they tied to Canada. They had been at 
liberty on $40,000 ball each, and this wa* 
forfeited. Efforts to extradite Gaynor and 
Greene from Montreal were progressing 
favorably, and the Extradition Commis¬ 
sion was s4tt'iig In Montreal when Gny- 
nor and Green* went to Quebec. 

• » • 

Had Big Legal Fight. 

A qtiowtlon- arose as to whether they cowl! 
b brought back, and detectives kidnaped 
thorn and took ilwm to Montreal There 
was a big legal tight over this action, nnd 
a Quebec Judge issued a writ of habeas 
corpus, which was served on the Jailer 
at Montreal, who delivered up the prison¬ 
ers without natlrtent'on to the Extradi¬ 
tion Tribuna? and permitted them to be 
rushed hack to Quebec. Efforts to quitch 
the writ of habeas corpus under which 
they had been returned were denied by 
1 Justice Onron. After a long legal contro¬ 
versy Gaynor and Green* obtained their 
i liberty within the limits of the province 
of Quebec. The United Stabs Govern¬ 
ment then appealed to the Privy Council 
of England, the highest court in that 
country. 

TO BE RE-OPENED. 

Officials Will Proceed At Once With 

Extradition Proceedings. 

Washington. Feb. 8 .—Although puffi- 
Ci at detail as not yet before the law 
officers to warrant a dual opinion as to 
the effect of the Privy Council's de¬ 
cision. the present understanding is 
that it will rorult In the immediate re¬ 
arrest of Gaynor nnd Greene, who ar? 
now at large Iti Quebec, under sur¬ 
veillance of Washington secret service 
officers. There will be a reopening of 
the extradition proceeding.* before 
Judge Andrews, which had been va¬ 
cated by Justice Caron's action, and 
the officials here feel sure that the re¬ 
quest for extradition will be granted. 

The officials feel that their band* 
have been much strengthened In deal¬ 
ing wii'th extradition cases between the 
United States and Canada by this par¬ 
ticular decision, indicating as It dots 
a disposition on the part of the British 
authorities to waive trifling technical¬ 
ities gnd resolve any doubts in the spir¬ 
it, of thf extradition treaty rather than 
it! its letter.

Awaiting King's Orders. 

Active proceedings to secure removal 
will be resumed as soon as the King’s 
order is received <ln Canada. This is 
the real judgment and mandate in the 
case, the judgment of the Privy Coun¬ 
cil being simply a report of the 
Judicial Committee to the King In 
Council, upon which the King in Coun¬ 
cil makes the order and deeree.

AMONG OHIO MONEYED MEN 
FOR BURLEY DEAL. 


PROMOTERS FULL OF HOPE. 


Cincinnati. O., Feb. 8.—[Special. 3 — 
While the Cincinnati conference to close 
up the Burley tobacco corner deal is 
delayed till to-morrow because the 
train bearing Archibald Stewart and 
the Eastern financiers from New York 
Is several hour? late, it became known 
to-day that If the negotiations go 
through successfully, the Eastern men 
will make an effort to raise an addi¬ 
tional $8,000,000 (among Cincinnati cap¬ 
italists. 

When Stewart and the Eastern men 
left New York early to-day^ Stewart 
had pledges for $2,000,000 of capital to 
finance the deal. If all the condition* 
are satisfactorily arranged in the Cin¬ 
cinnati conference. But none of the 
promoters of the corner thinks It can 
be prosecuted on less than $10,000,000. 
and they want $11,000,000 

With this information it became 
known tint one of the objects in bring¬ 
ing the Eastern men to Cincinnati was 
to let them work on Cincinnati money¬ 
ed men for the remaining $8,000,000 in 
the belief that their arguments would 
go farther than those of Cincinnati men 
interested. 

Just how it happened that t>he peo¬ 
ple who took up $2,000,000 in place of 
the Mr Ivor interests in the deal with¬ 
drew. not seem to be known defi¬ 
nitely by any of the Cincinnati men, 
but there Is a general supposition that 
the trust’s hand war behind the move. 

The Cincinnati tobacco men are still 
.•sanguine of success. They say the 
farmer* are sticking to the ship, and 
that their support is a big factor. The 
representatives of the Growers* Asso¬ 
ciation found that almost everywhere 
they turned in New York they ran 
Into the hidden Interests of Rockefeller 
and the other big capitalists controlling 
the tobacco trust. 

Tobacco men say trust agents are in, 
the Burley- field offering some of the 
farmers more for their crops than they 
expect, to get even after the corner is 
perfected.

New York. Feb. 8 .—The ticket chop¬ 
pers. ticket agents, trainmen and con¬ 
ductors on the elevated railroads are 
now reported to he preparing a list of 
demands to lay’ before the lnterborough 
Rapid Transit Company. It is said 
that the men will claim that the terms 
or a verbal agreement made with their 
representatives some time ago, when a 
strike on the elevated lines was 
threatened, have been ignored.

Philadelphia, Feb. 8 .—The Board of 
Directors of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company at Its meeting to-day created 
the office of coal freight agent, and ap¬ 
pointed Robert II. Large, division 
freight agent at Altoona, to the posi¬ 
tion. J. G. Searles was appointed gen¬ 
eral coal freight agent, and Mr. Large 
will become his assistant. J. M. Gross 
will succeed Mr. Large. 

Frick and Rogers Elected. 

New York. Feb. 8 .—H. C. Frick and

GROWERS GETTING TIRED. 

Many Are Disposed To Withdraw 
From Burley Organization. 

Lexington. Ky., Feb. 8 .—[Special.]— 
Unless the Burley Tobacco Growers’ 
Company reaches an agreement with 
the Eastern capitalists within the next 
few days and the money to finance the 
organization is immediately forthcom¬ 
ing. the association will not control 
enough of last year’s crop to carry out 
Its part of the agreement. The last ap¬ 
peal made by the officers of the com¬ 
pany to the growers asked them to hold 
together until February 2, when the 
claim was made that the deal would be 
closed and the money furnished by tlie 
capitalists to buy the tobacco from the 
farmers This last appeal h; 4 d the de¬ 
sired effect, so far as the growers was 
concenter!, but since the date has pass¬ 
ed and still the association has not re¬ 
ceived the signed contracts from the 
Eastern capitalist*, the outlook has not 
seemed so rosy to the farmers of this 
section, and since the company has not 
fulfilled Its part of the contract with 
the growers, the latter feel disposed to 
Withdraw from the organization and 
sell their tobacco.

WITNESSES SAY SALOON IS NOT 
DISORDERLY.

Heating of evidence In the criminal 
libel cases against R. W. Knott and the , 
Evening Post Company began yester¬ 
day afternoon in the Criminal Court. 
During most of the time Patrick Shar¬ 
key, the prosecuting witness, who 
claims to have been libeled by the de¬ 
fendants, was on the stand. He vigor¬ 
ously denied all the charges made In 
the “Mysterious Red” letters against 
his house or himself to the effect that 
he was a friend and protector of crim¬ 
inals. maintained he conducted an 
orderly establishment. 

On cross-examination he acknowl¬ 
edged to knowing a number of persons 
named over by counsel for the defense 
and claimed to be thieves, crooks and 
“sure-thing men." He declared, how¬ 
ever. he hod no occasion to know of 
their private affairs, and If any of them 
had come to his place he had served 
them only as he had done any other 
customers. 

Norton L. Goldsmith, Assistant Com¬ 
monwealth's Attorney, made the open¬ 
ing statement for the Commonwealth, 
declaring that Sharkey had been in¬ 
famously libeled and that he proposed 
to deal with the facts of the case In 
a plain, straightforward manner.

“Three years ago," said witness, “I 
bought the saloon and tried to build ur 
a business and make my living. By 
last spring I had begun to get along 
right weH. Then came these attacks on 
me by Mr. Knott and the Evening Post.

Frank Sykes, 
who was Afterward employed by him 
as a barkeeper, was there with his wire 
a while. Sharkey told of several sa¬ 
loons which he hud formerly kept or 
worked at. He said he knew "Cockey 
McCormick, but was not familiar with 
his business. He did not know Dago 
Foley. Boots Connelly, Kid Sbnw or 
POrter Oallnhan. He knew Nip Whayne. 
\11 these, the defence claims, are crooks 
and thieves. Witness said Nip Whayne 
was a broken-down gambler, and he 
gave “Fancy” Bohn a good reputation, 
lie had no acquaintance with Nigger 
Ryan, he said. He said he knew Larry 
King and Peanut Van! slightly.

missioners. The S. S. Meddls Company, 
which Is conducting the negotiations 
for the Board of Park Commissioners, 
has had great success In the work and 
has already secured nearly 2,000 feet of 
ground out of the 2,800 necessary. 

The lnnugurnl step In making the 
parkway was taken by the Hoard of 
Park Commissioners on Ferndale avenue 
between Baxter avenue and Von Bor- 
ries. now Cast lew'ood avenue. On last 
Thursday Gen. Castleman, president of 
the Board of Park Commissioners, 
asked Mr. Meddls to take the matter of 
the parkway up and solicit donations 
from the owners of property on Fern¬ 
dale avenue between Baxter and Cas¬ 
tle wood avenues. The owners on both 
sides have been asked to donate thirty 
feet off the front of their lots to make 
the parkway 120 feet wdde. The neces¬ 
sary number of feet on both sides to 
be donated Is about 2.800. The matter 
was taken up on laat Friday, and the 
people on Ferndale avenue have mani¬ 
fested great Interest In having this 
parkw'ay established. 

• • • 

Donations Made. 

Out of the 2,800 feet necessary to be 
given donations of 1.939 feet have been 
obtained.

35 feet; August Hartman, 675 
feet; Michael Sheehan, CO feet, leaving 
about 860 feet undonated. It is be¬ 
lieved that every owner of property will 
cheerfully make the donation, although 
some of them will be subjected to some 
Inconvenience. For Instance, Messrs. 
Pell & Bros, own three cottages which 
may have to be moved. John Griner, 
Mrs. Mauerer, William Allgler and Bt- 
mon Legel own houses that may have 
to be moved. J. L. Smyscr owns a 
brick house, and when called on he 
said: "It will take twelve feet of my 
house, but rather than Impede an im¬ 
provement like this I w'ould tear the 
w hole house dowm." 

“I want to say that the spirit In 
which these people have met us argue* 
that the people of the east end of 
Louisville, and especially pn Ferndale 
avenue, are alive to the importance of 
this Improvement and realize that thi* 
parkway w’hen established around the 
city of Louisville, would accomplish 
more for Ixmlsville than anything that 
ha* ever been done for It," said Mr. 
Meddl*. "In this connection I want to 
say that, while there are hundreds and 
hundreds of suggestions every day as 
to the best way to advertise Louisville 
1 think this parkway from Eastern 
Park to Western Park around Louis¬ 
ville 120 feet wldQ will do more to ad¬ 
vertise Louisville than anything else 
that has ever been done for It, and will 
bo the best advertisement Louisville 
could have."
